The few cents saved in buying 
cheap material will be swallowed up, 
and then some, in the extra dollars it 
will take to apply it. 

Paint has a third virtue which will 
be appreciated by the man who is 
j}compelled to buy a home that was 
not built yesteday. Such a home is 
the expression of another man’s 
tastes and it is quite probable that 
its bad points have been emphasized 
by a color scheme that has more 
color than scheme. If so, a judici- 
ous and artistic use of paint both in- 
side and out, will stress the pleasing 
characteristics of such a house and 
tone down its bad points.

Choosing a Coler Scheme

/Some homes, particularly the older 
once, carry @ superfluity of orna- 
}mentation which only a wise choice 
lof paint can keep within bounds. 
| Such elaborate details of architecture 
will stand out and challenge atten- 
tion unless subdued in such a way 
{that they will form no striking con- 
trast with the body of the building. 
For that reason it is a safe general 
rule to avoid dark body colors with 
white or very light trimming. 

Red Noses Loom Large 

Always bear in mind that colors 
appear to change the apparent size 
ofa house. A red nose always looks 
fifty per cent larger than normal, 
whereas the nasal organ of a colored 
gentleman neyer seems to protrude 
itself unduly. Dark tones tend to de- 
crease the size of a house, but the 
ij home that retreats from the road, or 
|that is hidden by trees, will lose some 
of its shyness if done in pear! grey, 
light grey-green, or creamy gsrey. 
For large homes without trees, dark 
but cool shades, like slate, dark 
brown or green, are suitable. A cot- 
tage-coyly hiding amid its shelter- 
ing trees may be treated to u coat 
of cream, ivory or buff, but larger 
dwellings similarly placed are better 
with a warm golden brown or straw 
yellow. 

Color schemes have much to do 
with the “balance” of a house. Dark 
shades above with light tints below 
give a feeling of top-heaviness, and 
no less a light color on the roof 
with dark sidewalls destroys with 
sense of perfect poise. Under any 
circumstances uw too light roof gives 
the building an albino effect and 
makes the house look bald headed.
